IN' SENATE. 
Wednesday. April 3, 1SC1. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Elder W. T. Mooee, of the Christian Church. 

The reading of the Journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 

fRIVlI.KGKU MOTION - . 

Mr. WAliTQN moved that leave he asked 
to withdraw from the H. R. a bill to amend 
the act to prevent the destruction of fish in 
Green river and its tributaries: carried^ and 
Mr. VVALTuN was directed to ask leave of 
the H. K. to withdraw the bill. 

After a short time Mr. WALTON returned 
the bill to the Senate. 

Mr. WALTON* moved a reconsideration of 
the votes passing the bill and ordering it to 
a third reading : carried. 

Mr. WALTON moved an amendment to 
the bill : adopted. 

The bill was then again passed as amend- 
ed.

Mr. GILLIS offered nu amendment: 
adopted. 

The bill was then passed, by yeas 24 ; 
nays, 0. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE H. R. 

Was received, announcing the passage of 
several bills which originated in that house, 
in which they request the concurrence of the 
Senate. 

PRIVILEGED MOTION. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU presented Mr. SPEAK- 
ER (Porter) in a few appropriate remarks, 
on behalf of the Senators and officers, a 
handsome gold-headed cane, as a testimonial 
of their regard for him as a man and presid- 
ing officer. 

Mr. ANDREWS also made a few feeling 
and appropriate remarks, bearing testimony 
to the impartial and able manner in which 
the SPEAKER had presided.

Bciolvcd, by the Qtnt ral Aeeembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That whilst Kentucky 
deeply deplores tho existenco of difficulties which 
may terminate in a dismemberment of the Union 
of the thirty-four States, and is anxious for an 
adjustment on such terms as will restore quiet and 
tranquility and re-establish confidence aud good 
will amongst all the citizens and States of our 
once happy country, yet she cannot in justice to 
herself and the interests of hor citizens in any 
event, consent to be deprived of the free naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi river, from its head wateis 
to the Gulf of Mexico, as well as its tributaries. 

The substitute was rejected. 

The previous question was ordered. 

The 1st resolution wrs then adopted by 
yeas 22; nays, 0. 

The 2d resolution was then adopted by yeas 
17; nays, 5. 

The 3d resolution was adopted and the 
preamble was then ndopted. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE II. R. 

Was received, announcing that the II. R. 
had receded from their amendments to sev- 
eral bills; the passage of sundry Senate bills; 
also that the H. R. insist on their disagree- 
ment to the Senate amendments to a bill in 
relation to postponing the courts in Boyd, 
Carter. Greenup, and Ohio counties, and 
asked a committee of conference on said bill. 

The SPEAKER appointed Messrs. RUST. 
WALKER, WALTON, the committee of 
Con Terrenes on the disagreement between 
the two Houses on said bill. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. GILLIS reported a number of bills 
correctly enrolled, and they were signed by 
the SPEAKER and sent to the Governor 
lor his approval and signature. 

X1CHT SESSION*. 

The Senate, on motion of Mr. ANDREWS, 
resolved to hold a night session, to com- 
mence at 7 o'clock. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE. 

Mr. RUST reported that the committee 
recommend that the Senate adhere to its 
amendment to the bill in relation to the 
courts in Boyd. Carter, Greenup, and Ohio 
counties: the report was concurred in. 

The Senate rescinded the resolution for 
holding a night session. 

And then the Senate adjourned, until to- 
morrow at 9 oclock. 



EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. FISK — Revised Statutes — Reported a 
bill for the relief of school district, No. 02, 
in Adair county: passed. 

Same — A bill tor the benefit of Geo. W. 
Lewis, S. C. Sayres, J. M. Todd and Wni. D. 
Robertson. [Allows them public books print- 
ed for this Legislature, as a testimonial of 
appreciation of their faithful Legislative re- 
ports] : passed unanimously. 

PRIVILEGED QUESTION. 

Mr. DENNY moved a reconsideration of 
the vote by which the bill from the II. R. to 
amend the charters of the banks of issue was 
laid on the table: the vote was reconsidered. 

The bill was then ordered to a third read- 
ing, the reading dispensed witii, and the bill 
passed — yeas, 13; nays, 12. 

A MESSAGE FRuM THE H. R. 

Wus received, announcing the passage of sev- 
eral II. R. and Senat^ bills by that House. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

A II. R. bill to amend the act for the im- 
provement of Licking river having been 
amended by the Senate, the II. R. refused to 
agree to the Senate's amendment: the con- 
sideration of the amendment was postponed 
until to-morrow, at 3$ o'clock. 

A. EL R. bill to authorize the sale of slaves 
whose sentences have been commuted and 
who have been pardoned. 

Mr. WALTON offered an amendment re- 
quiring the slave to be removed out of the 
State within one month, the purchaser to 
give bond in $2,000 to comply with this re- 
quirement: rejected. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU moved to refer the bill 
to the eommittee on the Penitentiary: car- 
ried. 

SPECIAL ORDER. 

The resolutions of Mr. ROUSSEAU on 
the free navigation of the Mississippi, and 
Mr. CISSELL'S substitute forthem, came up 
as the special order for 4 o'clock. 

[These resolutions have been published 
some days since in our report.] 

Mr. RHEA moved that the whole subject 
be postponed until to-morrow at 12 o'clock. 

Mr. JOHNSON made a few remarks in 
opposition to some of the resolutions of Mr. 
CISSELL about troops being sent to New- 
port. He thought the .vhole question should 
be laid on the table. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU opposed the postpone- 
ment briefly. He wished a vote on the res- 
olutions. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER also brieflv opposed 
the postponement. He also opposed Mr. 
CISSELL'S resolution in relation to United 
States troops at Newport. 

Mr. ANDREWS also expressed his disap- 
probation of Mr. CISSELL'S resolution in 
relation to United States troops being quar- 
tered at Newport. 

The vote was then taken on postponing, 
and decided in the negative, by yeas 10; 
nays, 12. 

Mr. RHEA moved an amendment to the 
substitute, to strike out all after " resolved," 
and insert another resolution: decided out 
of order by the SPEAKER, as it is only a 
substitute for a substitute. 

Mr. WHITAKER addressed the Senate in 
favor of Mr. ROUSSEAU'S resolutions, and 
urged a direct vote on the questions before 
the Senate. 

Mr. WHITAKER moved the previous 
question: ordered by yeas 13; nays, 9.

Ac: 

The Legislative halls are inconvient, ele- 
vated and dirty, and not yet furnished com- 
pletely.

Mr. SIMPSON said : There is » party in 
this State who utterly deny that the Repub- 
lican party has in a single instance given 
any manifestation of a disposition to make 
any concession whatever to tho slave States ; 
and to support this position resort to argu- 
ments wholly inconsistent with each other, 
and which lead to the most absurd conse 
quences. The acknowledged leader of the 
party assumes this position, and a% the prop- 
osition of the peace conference in relation 
to the territories was supported by the com- 
missioners from several of the free States, 
he, in order to maintain his position, de- 
nounces it as utterly worthless, and as a 
mere -device by the Republican party to oheat 
and delude the people of the South. And 
yet. wonderful to tell, he informs us in the 
same breath, that this proposition, which 
was devised by that party to gull and de- 
cieve us, did not, when presented to Con- 
gress, receive the support ot a single member 
of the party by whom it was thus concocted. 
Such is the unenviable attitude in which 
even men of very inferior intellect place 
themselves, by attempting to controvert un- 
deniable facts. 

We have heard it asserted by members of 
this same party, that the amendment to the 
Constitution ot the L T nited States proposed 
by Congress, does not secure to the slave 
States any right to which they are not now 
entitled under the Constitution. It is not 
pretended by nny person that Congress has 
at this time the constitutional power to abol- 
ish slavery in the States where it exists, and 
therefore those who contend that the pro- 
posed amendment is merely declaratory of 
those rights which are now secured to the 
slave States, wholly misapprehend or wil- 
fully pervert its meaning and purpose. Is 
there any provision in the present Constitu- 
tion that *ould prevent such an amendment 
of it, as would confer that power on Con- 
gress? It contains no such provision. The 
importance of the proposed amendment is 
therefore obvious, inasmuch as it supplies 
this defect. 

The extreme southern States could not 
complain of the loss of their slaves by the 
action of the people of the free States, be- 
cause the escape of their slaves was rendered 
almost impossible by their geographical po 
sition in the Union. What, then, was their 
chief cause of alarm ? It was, that in conse- 
quence ol the policy inaugurated by the Re- 
publican party with respect to slavery in the 
territories, that party would be able to in- 
crease the number of free States, until it 
would have the power to make any amend- 
ments to the Constitution which it desired, 
when it would proceed at once by an amend- 
ment thereto, to confer on Congress the power 
to abolish slavery in every State in the 
Union. This power, that was then regarded 
as so dangerous and threatening, has been 
voluntarily surrendered, and what is now 
said by this very consistent party to which I 
have referred about this amendment? Oh I 
say they, it is no concession at all ; it does 
not amount to any thing; it doe9 not even 
evince a disposition on the part of the North 
to come to any terms of adjustment with the 
South. Thus saying in effect, there was no 
real cause for the outcry which we made 
about the matter; it has produced the effect 
which we intended it should, and we would 
rather that it should still continue as it was, 
than to have this ground of complaint thus 
taken from us. Such are some of the incon- 
sistencies of this party.

The other southern forte are not to be dis- 
turbed. 

The southern commissioners havs advis- 
ed Jeff Davis that Sumter will be evacuated 
this week. 

Advices from Virginia says that the Seces- 
sionists, led by Hunter, Floyd, De Jarnette, 
Mason and Ben McCullough, are makingeu- 
perhuman efforts to carry that State. The 
letter says some coup d' etat will be resorted 
to as in Texas, if the convention fails to car- 
ry its point. 

The bids for the new United States loan 
were opened to-day. About $30,000,000 
were bid for. The average for accepted bids 
was about 93J, and no bid was accepted 
below 93 7-100. The bids ranged from 90 to 
par. 

A letter from the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry to collectors says, "In consequence of the
